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The following is personal history appearing in 
the Classification Study prepared on VALACHI at the U. S. 
Penitentiary, Atlanta, Georgia, on the date July 14, I960: 

"He was born in New York City to DOMINICK and 
MARY VALACHI, Italian immigrants. Both parents are dead. 
VALACHI is one of six children born to his parents. 

"Subject attended school and has lived in the New 
York area all of his life. He claims to have completed the 
seventh grade. The employment history in this case is that 
of a cook, amusement company owner and in 1954, he claims 
to have been half -owner of a negligee and dress company. 

The records indicate that Subject's major Income came from 
the sales of narcotics. 



"VALACHI has an extensive prior record, dating back 
to 1918, including arrests for such' offenses as robbery, ex-, 
tortion, burglary, assault, policy, carrying a pistol and 
narcotics violations. . He served two short sentences for 
burglary in 1923 and 1925 and received a five-year sentence 
for narcotics sales in the Southern District of New York in 

i955. 

"There is no record of Subject's a d J us t men t_. while- — 
serving his prison sentences."

The criminal record in this C33e dates back to 


1916 , when Subject was sent to the Catholic Protectory. 

Then, in 1921, for burglary, a charge against him was dis- 
missed.

On November 10, 1921, for carrying 
a concealed weapon, he received a $100.00 fine and was placed 
on probation.

" PHYSICAL AND MENTAL CONDITION; Valachi stands 5'5" and is 
overweight at 17 I pounds.. He is in reasonably- good health 
and not under doctor's car for any ailment. Prior to his 
sentence in the Eastern District, the defendant maintained 
that he was a diabetic who controlled this disease by daily 
dosages of insulin taken orally. A thorough physical upon* 
his admission into Atlanta penitentiary failed* to substantiate 
this claim. Blood serology and urinalysis both proved negati' 
His blood pressure is within normal range, his vision 20/20, 
and his heart and lungs quite normal. Obesity and 22 missing 
teeth appear to be the extent of his physical problems. 

"Valachi scored an I. Q. (low-average intelligence) of 85 in 
the U. Public Health Service test administered at Atlanta 
on o-22-oO.
